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THE IRISH LAND ** WAR. 


The Struggle for the Land in Ireland, By John 
E, Pomfret. Princeton University Press, and 
London: Humphrey Milford, 14/- net. 


HIS is the kind of historical study 
that one would like to have from 
the research students of our own Univer 
sity History Schools. That it has been 
left for an American. to give us the most 
complete study of our land ‘ war’ 
certainly is somewhat disconcerting. Ten 
years ago a little book on ‘‘ The Occupa- 
tion of Land in Ireland in the First Half 
of the Nineteenth Century, was published 
by Mr, Patrick Dardis, a student <f 
University College, Dublin, but, beyond 
that very limited work, little or nothing 
has been done by our universities in this 
important subject. Before this excellen: 
study by the Assistant Professor of 
History at Princeton University was 
published, the best book on the subject was 
Dr. Moritz J. Bonn’s ‘‘ Modern Ireland 
and Her Agrarian Problem,’’ so that we 
are dependent almost entirely upon foreigi: 
historians for objective studies of the most 
vital aspects of recent Irish history. 

This book will take its place 
standard work for the period which it 
describes, but there is still a vast time- 
area unexplored. It was presentes 
originally for the Doctorate of Philosophy 
of the University of Pennsylvania, but t 
has been amplified by an attempt “ .o 
relate the subject more fully to the 
history of Ireland since the 
than a narration of the growth of the 
peasant proprietary 
resul’ is «2 book which is at the same time 
extremely valuable as an outsider’s view of 
Ireland’s main economic and social pro- 
‘blem, anc extremely readable as_litera- 
ture. Such a study, 
have the attractions of a novel, but it 1s 
written in a style that makes economic 
and social history seem the most desirable 
literature. It is manifest that the author 
has spent much time in Ireland, and that 
he is thoroughly familiar with the avail- 
able. documentary material. 

His attitude may be ascertained from 
the short preface, in which he says: 

‘Superimposed upon the social structure 
were the owners of the land. Traditionally 
Eriglish and absentee, they formed a caste 
station and religious per: :asion. The gulf 
between the classes was wide; the 
narrow. Land they had in common: the 
owneichip i in one case, the use of it 
in the other.” Nowhere in the book, how- 
ever, is there any evidence of bias; the 
scales are held evenly, and neither party 
to the struggle has an undue share of the 
author’s sympathy. 

““ After all, however, it “ust be under- 
stood that, though the possession of the 
land by the people is indispensable, the 
economic regeneration of Ireland lies 
ahead. , . . The Irish occupier, though 
now an owner, had never been a farmer 
in the sense of cultivating the soil at a 
profit. For him the pvssession of land 
had been the goal. For him that alone 
meant economic independence—what lay 
beyond was an uncharted sea.’’ From 
that statement alone it will be plain that 
Professor Pomfret understands’ the 
psychology of the Irish land struggle; the 
next step must be the realisation by the 
peasant proprietor that ‘‘the magic of 
property ” does not turn sand into gold, | 
as Arthur Young expected. A perusal of 
this timely book will assist in the pro- 
cess, and it can be commended confidently

Boccaccio was 
Paris in the year 1313, 
an Italian merchant and a 
Frenchwoman. Of his early years very 
little is known definitely, save that 
his father ardently desired him to follow 
in his own footsteps as a merchant, but 
young Giovanni detested ..is ‘ling, and 
preferred art and literature. His father, 
however, insisted, and, at the age ol 
fifteen, sent him to Naples to study busi- 
hess. 
In “ Filocolo and Fiammetta’’ he gives 
a remarkably good account of Naples and 
of his time there. Here, some years 
later, he met the woman who to him was 
‘what Beatrice was to Dante. She was 
his ideal, and inspired him to write 
great things, and from now on he devoted 
himself exclusively to his beloved I|:'>ra- 
iture.

It is to Boccaccio that we owe the restora- 
tion of Homer to the Western Isles; for, 
at this time he met one, Leon Pitatus, 
| and, when he obtained for him the Chair 
of Greek in the University of Florence, 
he caused him to translate a Greek manu- 
script of Homer belonging to Petrarch. 
| Evil times then:fell on him, and he 
became melancholy, disillusionised and 
poor. His friends in Florence came to 
his aid, and inaugurated the Church of 
Santo Stefano for his benefit. Here, at 
Ithe age of sixty, he delivered his first 
lecture in October, 1374. 

Soon he fell ill. Petrarch died in the 
summer of 1374, and Boccaccio wrote a 
wonderful letter to his son-in-law full of 
adoration for his departed friend and for 
his work—his Swan Song. He lingered 
on until December, 1375, and then died. 

Boccaccio, who has been called the 
‘Father of Novel Writing,’’ had a lively 
imagination and a graceful style. As 
author, poet and humorist he is in the 
first rank. His most famous work, the 
‘* Decameron,’’ condemned by two Popes 
and the Council of Trent, has been a 
| fount of inspiration to poets and story- 
| tellers from Shakespeare to Keats. 
| In this biography the author has 
|written a complete account of this 
illustrious Florentine, and, furthermore, 
has succeeded in recreating, 
is humanly possible, the complex per- 


sonality of an extremely interesting and | 


human man of letters who died nearly 


six centurnes ago.

SENATOR O’FARRELL’S

STATEMENT BY SENATOR 
FORAN.

In connection with the wages dispute 
between the Master Builders’ Association and 
the Dublin building labourers, Senator Foren, 
of the Irish Transport and General. Workers’ 
Luiou, stated yesterday that the decision of 
the employers was not that they would te- 
duce the wages of the men in their employ, 
but that the wages of any men engaged after 
October Lat would be at the lower scale. 

This meant, Senator Foran stated, that as 
jong as the employers did not employ any 
further men at the lower wage there would 
be no strik.. Any strike that might take 
place would nave reference only to individual 
builders. So far no move in that direction 
had been made, and the members of the 
Master Buiiders’ Association, he said, were 
continuing fo pay their men at the standard 
rate of wages. 

A REQUEST FOR TIME. 

When the dispute first started, Senator 
Foran said, their union asked the Association 
for time, in order that they might force tie 
non-federated builders and contractors who 
were paying the lower wage to pay their men 
the standard wage. ‘This was refused. The 
union, however, had taken steps in this direc- 
tion, and they expected that before the end 
of the month they would have all the builders 
in Dublin paving the standard wage. Their 
alliance with the other skilled trades in 
Dublin, such as the carpenters, bricklayers, 
plumbers, slaters, elc., gave them power to 
do this. It had to be remembered that it 
had never been suggested that the standard 
wage being paid to the building labourers was 
an excessive one, having regard to the cost 
of living. The viewpoint of the Master 
Builders’ Association was that it would be 
unfair to compel them to pay higher wages 
by one-third than the non-federated builders 
and expect them to compete successfully. 

Senator Foran agreed that this was 
inequitable, but they had told the Associa 
tion, he said, that if given time they would 
remedy that state of affairs, which was as 
unsatisfactory from their point of view as 
from that of the members of the Association. 
The standard wage for the unskilled building 
labourer was is. 4d. per hour for a forty- 
four hour week. Should any of the non- 
federated employers refuse to pay the 
standard wage, and to come into line in this 


respect with the members of the Master 


Builders’ Association, then the Union would 
have no option but to call a strike, in which 
they would be fully supported by the Dublin 
trades. 

NO ‘‘MASS STRIKE.”

The law adviser, Mr. Dundon, outlined the 
procedure applicable to the proposal, and 
added that the Minister for Fal Govern- 
ment could make a provisional in the matter 
which would have the effect of an Act of 
Parliament. 

In reply to Councillor Casey, Mr. Dundon 
said that a private bill in the Dail to extend 
the boundary would cost a thousand pounds, 
probably more. 


RATES COMPARED. 

Councillor Argley observed that residents 
immediately outside the boundary paid only 
8s. 10d. in the £ rates, while those inside 
had to pay 24s. He considered that people 
enjoying all the social services of the city 
should be made to pay their fair share of 
the rates. which could only be accomplished 
by extending the boundary. 

Counciller P. A. O’Brien opposed the 
motion, os there were no demand for an ex- 
tension by the people living outside the 
boundary. He regarded the proposal as a 
piece of coercion. 

Councillor Angley—Naturally, these people 
will not ask for the boundary to be extended, 
as they do not want to pay the city rate; but 
they take al! the city services they can get, 
for which the city ratepayers have to pay. 

Councillor Forde said that the question had 
heen raised some vears ago, when the City 
Surveyor expressed his opinion against ex- 
tending the boundary as an uneconomic 
proposition from the view of the maintenance 
of services such as roads and sewers. 


A CHANGED POSITION. 

Councillor Angley said that the position 
had completely changed since, in view of the 
large number of houses that had been built 
immediately outside the city boundary. 

Councillor Joseph O’Brien seconded the 
motion, to which Councillor J. G. O’Brien 
proposed a direct negative, on the ground 
that there wonld be no adequate compensa- 
tion for the outlay involved. 

Councillor Doyle seconded.

GROWTH OF THE 
TRAFFIC, 
SENATOR O’FARRELL’S 
ADDRESS. 

Speaking at a special meeting of the Bel 
fast branch of the Raiiway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion, Senator J, T. O’Farrell, Irish Secretary 
of the Association, said that the railway 
industry was passing through a very critical 
transition period, and required the unfettered 
attention of the best brains that the service 
could provide. Instead, it was being reduced 
to a condition of chaos by the well-meaning 
but unfortunate meddling of deplorable 
quacks. 

As an instance of the extent to which 
transport was being revolutionised, he cited

WAGES OF BUILDING 
LABOURERS. 


STATEMENT BY SENATOR 
FORAN.

In connection with the wages dispute 
Letweea the Master Builders’ Association cand 
the Dublin building labourers, Benator Foren, 
of the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Luion, stated vesterday that the decision of 
the employers was not that they would te- 
duce the wages of the men in their employ, 
but that the wages of any men engaged afier 
October lst would be at the lower scale. 

This meant, Senator Foran stated, that as 
jong as the employers did not employ any 
further men at the lower wage there would 
be no strik.. Any strike that might take 
place would nave reference only to individual 
builders. So far no move in -that direction 
had been made, and the members of the 
Master Buiiders’ Association, he said, were 
continuing to pay their men at the standard 
rate of wages. 

A REQUEST FOR TIME. 

When the dispute first started, Senator 
Foran said, their union asked the Association 
for time, in order that they might force tie 
non-federated builders and contractors who 
were paying the lower wage to pay their men 
the standard wage. ‘This was refused. The 
union, however, had taken steps in this direc- 
tion, and they expected that before the end 
of the month they would have all the builders 
in Dublin paying the standard wage. Their 
alliance with the other skilled trades in 
Dublin, such as the carpenters, bricklayers. 
plumbers, slaters, eic., gave them power to 
do this. It had to be remembered that it 
had never been suggested that the standard 
wage being paid to the building labourers was 
an excessive one, having regard to the cost 
of living. The viewpoint of the Master 
Builders’ Association was that it would be 
unfair. to compel them to pay higher wages 
by one-third than the non-federated builders 
and expect them to compete successfully. 

Senator Foran agreed that this was 
inequitable, but they had told the Associa 
tion, he said, that if given time»they would 
remedy that state of affairs, which was as 
unsatisfactory from their point of view as 
from that of the members of the Association. 
The standard wage for the unskilled building 
labourer was 1s. 4d. per hour for a forty- 
four hour week. Should any of the non- 
federated employers refuse to pay the 
standard wage. and to come into line in this 
respect with the members of the Master 
Builders’ Association, then the Union would 
have no option but to call a strike, in which 
they would be fully supported by the Dublin 
trades. 

NO ‘‘MASS STRIKE.”’ 

Alrealy, Senator Foran stated, three non 
federated employers had agreed to pay then 
men the standard wage. He did not think 
that there was any possibility of a mass 
strike. If there should be any strike—and 
he sincerely hoped there would not—it would 
only affect individual builders. 

Senator Foran pointed out that the amount 
of money which the unskilled building 
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free of 


labourer made was governed by weather condi- |

FREE STATE HAS NOTHING TO 
LOSE. 

I fear that much water will flow under 
Westminster Bridge before the Dominions 
get all that they want. The Irish Free 
State very naturally would be delighted if 
anything should come of the Empire free 
trade proposal, but its representatives are 
doubtful. In order to increase the 
prosperity of the Irish farmer appreciably 
a tariff of at least twopence a pound on 
foreign butter would be needed, with 
proportionate duties on other agricultural 
produce. 

The Free State view is that the benefits 
to England which would result from an 
increase in Jrish preferences on British 
manufactured goods certainly would not 
justify the imposition of a single food tax 
by the British Government for Ireland’s 
sake alone. Something might be done for 
some of the other Dominions, in which 
event, of course, the Free State could not 
be omitted and would benefit accordingly. 
The Free State has nothing to lose and a 
very great deal to gain by the results of 
the Conference.

GENEVA, Thursday. 

The Convention providing for financial 
assistance to a State which is the victim 
of aggression was formally signed this 
morning by the representatives of twenty- 
eight countries. These include Great 
Britain, the Irish Free State, France and 
the Union of South Africa. .The discus- 
sion of the report of the Economic Com- 
mittee was interrupted for the ceremony 
of signature, which was greeted with 
general applause. 

- The Convention will remain open at the 
Secretariat of the League for further 
signatures. 

M. Politis (Greece), Chairman of the 
Third Committee, which dealt with this 
Convention, explained its importance, and 
paid a great tribute to the Finnish 
Government, which had initiated the 
movement which had brought it into being. 
He said that it would make any State 
with aggressive intentions think twice be- 
fore attacking a member of the League. 

M. Erich, the Finnish representative, 
expressed great gratification at the adop- 
tion of the Convention, which, he said, 
was an eloquent demonstration of the 
solidarity of European interest for peace. 

It is announced that the minimum sum 
guaranteed is to be fifty million gold 
francs, while the minimum. contributions 
of the twenty-eight signatories will reach 
nearly fifty-three million gold francs. 


THE LEAGUE SECRETARIAT. 

The Fourth Committee of the League

CANBERRA, Thursday. 

After protracted debate, the Federal 
Cabinet to-day agreed to reduce expendi- 
ture by £4,000,000 in accordance with the 
advice given by Sir Otto Niemeyer, the 
Bank of England expert, at the recent 
conference of State Premiers at Mel- 
bourne. 

Mr. Scullin, the Prime Minister, talked 
from London by radio telephone with Mr. 
Fenton, the acting Prime Minister, and 
declared himself fully behind the decisions 
of the Cabinet Finance Sub-Committee. 

The Labour Party caucus is to meet on 
October 27th, and Parliament, in which 
the party has a majority, on October 
30th. It is believed that the Labour caucus 
is likely to reject the plans for a reduc- 
tion in the salarics of ‘public servants 
which the Cabinet will leave to its dis- 
cretion. 


REDUCTIONS IN SALARIES. 

This proposal is to reduce the pay of 
public servants from two-and-a-half per 
cent. to twelve-and-a-half per cent. on a 
sliding scale. Ministerial salaries will be 
reduced fifteen per cent. and _ parlia- 
mentary salaries ten per cent. 

This scheme will be submitted to public 
service organisations before it is considered 
by the Labour Party caucus. It is believed 
that both the Public Servants’ Associa- 
tions and the Labour Party will reject the 
plan. 

Drastic increases of taxation are also 
proposed. Incomes drawn from overseas 
are likely to be hit hard, but there is no 
immediate intention to tax interest 
receipts. 


BANK DIRECTOR’S ULTIMATUM.

Mr. Gibson, Chairman of the Common 
wealth Bank Board, attended the Cabinet 
meeting, and discussed the problem ot 
extending credit to private enterprises in 
order to relieve unemployment. It 1s 
understood that he delivered a virtual 
ultimatum to Ministers on the Common- 
wealth’s financial policy, especially in the 
matter of reducing the salaries of civil 
servants. 

There were considerable differences of 
opinion, but the position is so serious that 
the ‘‘die-hards’’ capitulated, and a com- 
promise was made. 

The decision of the Cabinet to save 
£4. 000.000 in the annual estimates means 
heavy cuts in all departments, the elimi- 
nation of overlapping, and the transfer of 
some services to the States. Australians 
deriving incomes from London will be 
heavily taxed, but pensions will not be 
reduced, although bonus payments may 
possibly be modified. 


LABOUR SPLIT PROBABLE.

It is likely that 
a majority will oppose the proposal to 
reduce Civil Service salaries, and the 
Government may be wrecked on this rock.

War 
Loan, which was issued in 1917, now out- 
standing is £75,414,120. 

It is assumed in financial quarters that 
the proceeds of the new issue of Treasury 
Bonds will be used to repey the Four per 
Cent. Tax Compounded War Loan. 


One of the inferences drawn from the) 


Treasury's dual operation is that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer sees no early 
prospect of a reduction of income tax. It 
is the recent increase from 4s. to 4s. 6d. 
in the income tax that has made the re- 
payment of the Tax Compounded Loan a 
profitable operation to the Treasury. If 
there existed any immediate prospect of a 
reduction of income tax, the repayment of 
this Loan next January would not be worth 
while.

NEW ‘EDUCATION 


SCHEME 


FOR FREE STATE 
BOYS AND GIRLS. 


a 
MEANS OF VOCATIONAL 


TRAINING,

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It is learned that the Free State Depart- 
ment of Education has taken steps to 
enforce the provisions of thé Vocational 
Training Act, which was passed in last 
July. 

The Act, when it becomes fully opera- 
tive, will effect far-reaching changes in 
the Free State educational system. At 
first, however, the process will be gradual, 
and several years must elapse before its 
full benefits can be felt. 

The objects of the Act are to give wider 
facilities for technical education and to 
provide continuation and vocational educa- 
tion for boys &nd girls between the ages 
of 14 and 16 years. 

Since 1900 a system of technical educa- 
tion has been in force in Ireland. It was 
built on a voluntary basis, and was use- 
ful in so far as local authorities, parents 
and students rose to the occasion and 
made it effective. Under the old systen 
local authorities had power, but were not 
bound, to levy a rate of twopence in the 
pound for technical and agricultural 
education. In practice, however, the 
majority of local authorities did strike a 
rate. 


THE NEW ORDER. 

The new Act makes it obligatory on 
local bodies, not only to levy a rate for 
technical and vocational education, but 
to prepare schemes of education for the 
boys and girls of their areas. For the 
present these schemes will, no doubt, 
follow largely the existing schemes, but 
these will be widened and improved as 
experience is gained. In all cases, how: 
ever, the schemes must receive the sanc- 
tion of the Department of Education. 
If-—which is unlikely—a local authority 
declines to formulate a scheme or strike 
a rate for the purpese, the Minister for 
Education has power under the Act to 
compel it to do so. 

Not only must local authorities strike 
a rate; they must also appoint vocational 
education committees, in whose hands will 
be the drawing up of schemes. The com- 
mittees are empowered to demand from 
the local authorities sums set out 
schedule to the Act. These sums, or rates, 
range, for the counties, from 1jd. in the 
pound in the first year to 4d. in the 
pound in 1940. The rate for the county 
boroughs and urban districts, ranges from 
3d. in the pound for the first year to a 
maximum of 6d. in the pound in 1942. 

For thirty years the State has been con- 


'tributing to technical education schemes ; 


but the existing contributions, it is 
gathered, will be substantially increased 
under the new Act. 


THE SCHOOLS. 

Besides extending technical education, 
the Act provides for compulsory continua- 
tion and vocational education for persons 
between the ages of 14 and 16, and it is 
hoped that eventually every boy and girl 
of these ages in the country will be receiv- 
ing education at a technical, a secondary 
or a continuation school. This is the De- 
partment’s ideal, but some time must 
elapse before it can be fully realised. In 
the continuation schools English and Irish 
subjects will be taught, together with some 
practical manual work for boys and 
domestic economy for girls. Lack of 
school accOmmodation and a 
teachers are obstacles in the way of a rapid 
application of the Act’s provisions, but 
steps are being taken to train teachers for 
the new work. 


AN EARLY START. 
The Department of Education, it is 
understood, has communicated with all the 
local bodies in the Free State with a view 
to an early start on schemes of work suited 
to the various areas.’ Already Vocational! 
Education Committees have been appointed 
by the County Councils of Limerick, 
Galway and Wicklow. 
will appoint their vocational education 
committees during the next few weeks. 
The old technical education committees 
will cease to exist as soon as the

The Berliner Tageblatt publishes a letter 
from Lord Stamfordham to. the author of 
an article about himself, entitled ‘‘ The 
Private Secretary of Three Sovereigns,’’ 
which it printed on September 4. The 
article described Lord Stamfordham’s 
career from the time when, as Lieutenant 
Bigge, of the Royal Artillery, he was 
summoned to England from South Africa, 
after the death of the Prince Imperial, and 
chosen to accompany the Empress Eugenie 
on a visit to the scene of the tragedy. 

Lord Stamfordham thanks his correspon- 
dent for sending him a copy of the article 
and for the friendly references to himself, 
and then’ says (as translated from the 
German): 

“I had the honour to serve Queen 
Victoria for more than twenty years, and 
beg to assure you that you are mistaken 
In saying that Her Majesty? was ‘ vérv 
irritable.’ This gives, indeed, a wrong 
impression of Her Majesty, who, equipped 
with a strong will, was of the kindliest 
nature-—a great woman as well as a great 
(Jueen. 

_““ Another thing; you quote Disraeli’s 
words: ‘ But what can one do with two 
obstinate women? ' Disraeli was wrong 
when he described the Empress Eugenie as 
obstinate’ ; for Her Majesty was unhappy 
about her son’s idea of going to South 
Africa. Queen Victoria, on the other 
hand, admired the courage and soldierly 
spirit which caused the Prince to do mili- 
tary service and join his comrades who had 
gone to war; and on this account she was 
not in agreement with the Government.

LETTING WELL ALONE.

After nearly a week's hard thinking 
the sub-committee’ appointed to report to 
the League of Nations on the proposed 
amendments to the Covenant has wisely 
decided to let well alone, at any rate for 
the present, remarks The Times editorially 
to-day. The amendments had their origin 
in the suggestion that, since all the 
League members had signed the Paris 
Pact of Peace, thereby renouncing the 
right to make war, it would be a good 
thing to re-write the Covenant, and inelude 
that renunciation among its obligations. 
As those who initiated the movement put 
it, the proposal in the beginning was to 
‘‘ write the Pact into the Covenant.’’ If 
it had stopped at that, it would have in- 
volved a harmless, if perfectly unneces- 
sary, addition to the pledge already made 
by the signatories, but it did not stop at 
that. It developed into something very 
different and much more dangerous—a 
proposal to “put the sanctions of the 
Covenant behind the Pact.’’ 

To effect this purpose a committee of 
jurists appointed by the Assembly last 
year drew up an elaborate series of amend- 
ments, which, however, aroused mis- 
givings as soon as they were published, 
and these were, after much discussion, 
remitted last Friday to a sub-committee, 
which was to report on them during the 
present session of the Assembly. The 
more this sub-committee studied them and 
realised the extent of the additional 
responsibilities the proposed changes in 
the Covenant would impose on members 
of the League, the less it was disposed to 
recommend the Assembly to adopt them. 
It finally decided to adjourn, and to let 
the whole matter stand over for next 
year's Asser*"ly. Only the Chinese dele- 
gate could be induced to support Lord 
Cecil, the British representative, in 
opposing this sensibla decision. 

There is thus, happily, no prospect for 
twelve months at least to come that the 
members of the League will be committed 
to the additional responsibilities with 
which it was proposed to saddle them.

“Ever since 1923, when the rule ui 
the British South Africa Company came to 
an end, there has been speculation about the 
political future of Northern Rhodesia. ‘The 
country south of the Zambesi became at that 
‘ime the self-governing colony of Southern 
Rhodesia, with a population which amounts 
‘o-day to some 50,000 whites and nearly a 
million blacks. ‘The country north of the 
river, which passed under the direct rule of 
the Colonial Office, invited no simple solution. 
and during the last seven years a number ot 
different arrangements have found their pro 
tagonists. Its geographical location invites 2 
variety of suggestions, for it lies in two large 
masses, the one to the north-west of Southern 
Rhodesia, and the other reaching out to the 
north-east between the Belgian Congo and 
Nyasaland, and touching the southern shores 
of Lake Tanganyika. 

The Hiiton Young Commission, adds TA. 
Times, envisaged a Northern Rhodesia drawn 
along the Nyasaland into the East African 
orbit, but the Chairman recommended thai 
the Governor of Southern Rhodesia should be 
made High Commissioner over both: Northern 
Rhodesia aiid Nyasaland. He reconimended 
the division of the Colony, the north-eastera 
portion to go with Nyasaland, aod 
the main, or north-western poition, io 
join Southern Rhodesia. This second 
recommendation is one that has long been 
mooted, and a considerable body of opinion 
would like to see the whole of the present 
administrative area amalgamated with its 
southern neighbour. Among the white popu- 
lation of Northe n Rhe desta some eight 
thousand, and inereasing rapidly—there is a

In the meantime, any large decisions about 
Northern Rhodesia are plainly premature. 
The administrative capital ts moved 
from Livingstone to Chillinga, which is 
higher and healthier, and more central. The 
real interest for the next few vears will be 
centred in the mines, and the population 
they bring. Apart from the mines. the white 
population, which is confined to a 
few high areas, is not likely ever to be verv 
large, and the Colontal Office treat posts 
in Northern Rhodesia as tropical posts 
Politics in Northern Rhodesia wait to-day 
upon economics, and it is obviously best 
to give the colony time to learn what the 
mineral development is going to do hefore 
seitling irrevocably in which of many 
possible directions its main affiliations ought 
to ire.

In view of the allegations that have been 
made as regards the inferior quality of Irish 
Free State eggs exported this vear, the De- 
artment of Agriculture in Dublin make the 
following statement :'— 

The inspectors emploved by the Departmen! 
on the inspection of eggs im exporters’ 
premises and during transit are satisfied that 
the general quality of Free State eggs ex 
ported tins year is superior to that “of last 
year, and confirmation of their opinion is 
afforded by the fact that. although a larger 
number of consignments was examined this 
season and a more riyid standa:d enforced. the 
number of instances in which it was found 
necessary to seize and forfeit packages of 
eggs is proportionately much less 

While there is still: in. the case of 
exporters, room for improvement (an improve 
ment which the Department are doing and 
will continue to do all in their power to bring 
abont hy the strict adniinistzation ‘of the 
Agricultural Produce (Eegs) Act), they are 
satished that, as a general rule. no exception 
can be taken to the quality of the Free State 
eggs as they leave our ports. 


THE EGGS IN ENGLAND. 

I¢ must, however. be remembered that. 
while the Department have opportunities 1 
detect and prevent coutraventions of the Act 
on the part of Saorstat slippers, and while 
the Department do not hesitate ‘to punish 
those who fail to comply with the requive 
ments of the Act, thev are powerless to pre- 
vent feven where ma!
